It 
will bo remembered that, somo eiglit or 
nine yeius ainoo, tlio Hon. Mr. Howard

Am.nriou is 
now the land which attracts the Proncli 
oniigranta, and Canada, rather than 
the United States, tiio particular loca- 
tion of the Continent. It is estimated 
that over soventoen thoiiannd have al- 
ready gone to Canada, and moro aro 
Rure to follow. Among those coming 
across the Atlantic are skilled mechan- 
ics and artisans."
